DFATH OF HON. GEORtiE SCROGGS. 


The telegraph brings the sad news oi 


tbe death of Hon. George Scroggs, of 
Champaign, which took place yesterday 
at Denver, Col. 
The deceased had 


been suffering for two or three years 
from pulmonary trouble produced by a 
gun-shot wound in the lung during the 
war. 
Less than two years ago he was 


appointed United States Consul at Ham- 
burg. Germany, but was forced to re- 
sign after an absence from the country 
of six or eight months, by reason of 
failing health. He spent a portion of 
last winter in Florida, and in the early 
summer went to Colorado, hoping for 
the recovery which did not come. IIe 


was 38 years of age, and was one of 
the rising young men of the state. 
As 


a journalist he stood in the front rank, 
and the paper which he founded and 
built up, the Champaign Gazette, is one 
of the best known country weeklies in 
the state. As an editor, as an active 
politician, as a patriotic, public-spirited 
citizen, as a genial gentleman and a 
generous friend he will be greatly 
missed and widely mourned.

SATURDAY—AFTERNOON. 


The Baptist General Association of 


Illinois met st the Baptist church at two 
p. m., pursuant to adjournment. The 
devotional exercises *ere conducted by 
Key. D. H. Huntley, and Rev. J. H. Mine 
oflered| prayer. 


The city Of Peona was selected as the 


place of holding the 1881 sessions of the 
Anniversaries, and Rev. W.M. Lawrence, 
of Chicago, was elected to deliver the 
annual association sermon at that time.— 
Rev. W. A. Btanton, of Quincy, was 
chosen as his alternate. 


Dr. J. D. Cole was elected historical 


secretary for the ensuing year. 


The report of the S. 8. missionary was 


presented. There are in the state 6 30 
Baptist Sabbath schools in working order, 
60 or 70 of which are union schools.— 
During the past twelve months 29 new 
schools have been organized; 278 schools 
represent 3,440 .officers and teachers, and 
there is a total membership of 28,014 
pupils. During the year 794 pupils have 
been baptized, or one pupil in every 31,— 
The general missionary society has held 
48 institutes, and 217 addresses upon Sab- 
bath school work have been delivered. 


A resolution was introduced and adopt- 


ed, striking out Art. 10 of the general con- 
stitution—thus abolishing the late plan of 
co-operative labor by committees in the 
Sabbath school work. It was also recom- 
mended that the old method of labor in 
this branch of the church work be resum- 
ed. 


The report of General Agent Hobart 


showed that much important work in 
building up new churches and opening 
up new fields for work throughout 20 
counties in the state has been accomplish- 
ed within the past year, and that many 
new converts to the Baptist faith have been 
baptized and received into full fellowship 


The association then adjourned to 2:30
